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MANY HOMESTEADS 
OPEN FOR ENTRY 
ALONG THE CNR. 


Tt is estimated that there are over 
155,876 free homesteads open for en- 
try in the three prairie provinces, 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
This means that over 25,000,000 acres 
are being given away for less than 
ten cents an acre. The entry fee for 
one homestead of 160 acres being $10 
will mean that when all these home- 
steads are disposed of the government 
will have received $1,558,760 for twen- 
ty-five million acres of land. Of these 
homesteads, 118,134 are located ad- 
jacen( to the Canadian Northern Rail- 
way, and 35,000 of them are within 
twenty mile. of existing C.N.R, lines, 
many of these being within two or 
three miles of & railway service, 

Full detailed information as to 
where these homesteads are, the na- 


ture of the soil and the general des- | 


cription of the country in which they 
are located, is given in a pamphlet re- 
cently issued by the Canadian North- 
ern Railway. 

The pamphlet is beautifully printed 
with three-color half tones, the cover 
representing a recently arrived immi-~ 
grant driving away from the village 
out to his homestead. The town ele- 
vators are shown in the distance, 
silhouetted against the sunsetting in 
a blaze of red, green, and gold. Mr. 
Homesteader has all his goods and 
chattels in the wagen behind him, and 
is starting his life anew, under the 
best cf auspices. 

The pamphlet also contains a map 
which shows in a general way the lo- 
cation of the homesteads in relation 
to the railwa;y lines, A list of Govern- 
ment Land Offices for each district, 
where entry for homesteads may be 


made, is included, making the pam- 
phlet complete in every way.

Oddly enough, he 
believes Venus may be inhabited. It 
jreceives about twice as much of the 
sun’s heat as the earth, but he be- 
lieves the envelope of vapor around 
it may keep the temperature down 
as low as is that of this planet of 
ours. To properly understand this it 
should be recalled that Venus is only 
| 67,000,000 miles from the sun, while 
the earth is 92,000,000 and Mars is 
141,000,000 miles away from that cen- 
tral luminary.

Odd Experiments In the Education of 


Peoplé For Special Work. 


Not long ago there was opened in 
St. Pancras, London, a “school for | 
mothers.” This is carried on by phil- | 
anthropic women who are devoting | 
their leisure time to giving lessons in 
housekeeping and the management of 
children to young mothers in that 
ogh of London who have not hitherto 
had the opportunity of learning such 
important household matters, and 
have found themselves at a loss ‘in 
this way since their marriage.
